Last Tuesday night a large crowd 
gathered at the Opera House to en- 
joy a program with a southern isle 
flaver presented by the Kia Ora Club 
of the Brigam Young University and 
sponsored by the Taylor State Y. W. 
M.LA. 


Our own Dick Kinsey started the 
program off as Master of Ceremonies 
but soon turned that job over to 
Joseph Hapi, originator and manager 
of the group, 


Beautiful Hawiian music, Hawai 
Calls and Hula Hands, started the 
show off with the Temple Scene, The 
lighting and scenery effects were 
beautiful in this number, as it was 
during the entire program, but only 


a few minutes were needed to make 
known the fact that the stage was 
much too low to allow those in the 


back of the hall to see. This dampen- 
ed the enthusiasm of a few but it was 
an altogether thoroughly enjoyable 
show. 

The words in the Hawiian, Samoan 
and Maori language are pretty to the 
ear but are little beasties for the un- 
educated to spell so if you find a lack 
of names in this article you well know 
to which class the writer belongs. 

The people of the Samoan Islands 
are great believers in all things be'ng 
beautiful — that is why their girls are. 
The pretty Samaon girl demonstrated 
the fact that even a sword can be a 
thing of beauty when it is whirled and 
twirled during the Sword Dance. 

When a group of Moari people get 
together they do a lot of singing and 
dancing and one of their dances, quite 
naturally, is one of greeting and wel- 
come, The entire Kia Ora Club com 
bined talents to do this number and a 
beautiful sight it was-—all the cast 
dressed in native costume with the 
exception of Mr, Hapi who was re- 


splendent in a white dinner jacket 
complete with ukulele, 
The chief of the tribe and his 


chosen one gave ‘their interpretation 
of the song of welcome and even 
though most people present couldn't 
understand a word they said they 
kuew that it was a sincere thought. 
The theme of the Maori section of 
the program was the entertaining by 
ayd foy g visiting tribe. ‘Lye chief of 


the visitors brought a group of his 
women with him to see if they could 
win some of the men for husbands 
and so the two groups of girls try to 
outdo each other to gain favor with 
the men. 


An item that caused a good deal of 
merriment in the the 
touching of noses when the two tribes 
together. It gesture of 
friendship and peop'e couldn't be 
enemies very long if such a custom 
was international.

The welcome leaf dance by the wo- 
men of the home tribe was just an- 
other way of extending a_ friendly 
greeting to the visitors and the new- 
comers resonded with a song during 
which their chief had himself a won- 
derful time, 
man who wanted everyone to recog: 
nize his power and to help create this 
feeling he continuousty flicked his 
tongue out like that of a snake — 
this was done to put the fear of hell 
into all who beheld him, Besides being 
the chief he was quite an entertainer. 
After the girls of the visiting tribe 
sang a song of besecchment to the 
men of the home tribe everyone got 
together to do a combined action song 
and then the men decided to show 
what they could do and did a war 
dance that was capable of making the 
blood of the enemy run cold. The 
shouting and wild gestures combined 
with the war paint would make rabbits 
out of even the bo'dest lion, 


He was a tall handsome 


The poi dance is an oye-catching 
bit of oxercise that was made to look 
easy by the girls who did both the 
short and long poi dances. As in all 
things there is chance for mistakes 
but the girl just kept right with it 
and finished with the rest. They were 
so good that they were called back 
for an encore, 

Another action song by the visit- 
ing girls and then a combined action 
song brought the program to the spot 
where a trio stepped forward to seren- 
ade all those who have been to 
Polynesia, The thought of many tra- 
velled a long way during that song. 

The next song was one especially 
for batchelors with the suggestion 
that they do something about it.
